Science Fair At ACHS 
Draws Large Crowd

ed the 100-odd science proj- 
ects displayed by students of 
local grade schools and Anti- 
ncli High School at Antioclt 
High last Wednesday night. 

The local Science Fair is 
the flrst^slop iira~scrics~of 
Science Fairs that may lead 
some of the students to 
Cluunpaign for the State Sci- 
ence Fair. 

Winners of Firsts at Anti- 
eel i High will go. to Ihe Dis-. 
trict Science Fair at Wheel- 
ing High. School on April 1. 
Those who take Firsts at 
Wheeling will compete at the 
State level at the University 
of Illinois. -' 

William Seemaiui is facul- 
ty adviser for the Science 
Fair at Antioch High School. 

Two of the projects at the 
High School which were 
judged outstanding received 
§25 War Bonds from the 
Stale Bank of Antioch. Win- 
ners of the bonds were both 
girls from Lake Villa Grade 
School, 

Wendy Lynn Rowley, a 7lh 
grader from Lake Villa Grade 
School, and Linda Sue Crieh- 
tttii, an ftth grader fremthe 
same school, were the two 
money winners. 
■ Wendy's project was "Air 
Pollution— -Effects on Plant 
Growth." She '.worked with 
three pollutants: sulphur di- 
oxide, ammonia gas anil car- 
bon monoxide. 

Using plants to show the 
effects of the pollutants, 
Wendy "rigged up" several 
fairly elaborate systems to 
expose the plants to the gas- 
es. She burned sulphur di- 
oxide in a flash on her m oth- 
er's stove, and conducted the 
gas through glass tubes and 
hose with the aid of^> small 
aquarium puinp,,to one group 
of plants. ~ 

For the carbon monoxide, 
she used a plastic bag to trap 
the gas from the exhaust of 
her father's car for a second 
set of plants. 

She used virtually the 
same method as for the sul- 
phur dioxide gas to test the 
effects of ammonia gas. In 
addition, she had a set of 
control plants not exposed 
to arty funics, 

Linda's project was "Ef- 
fects of Types of Light oil 
the Growth Hates of Bean 
Plants." She exposed the 
plants to incandescent, fluor- 
escent and red fluorescent 
lights. She measured the 
daily growth of the plants by 
means of rulers installed in 
each pot, kept a daily rec- 
ord of the growth, graphed 



each -plant and completed her 

project with a total graph. 

Lake Villa Grade School 
won the honors for the most 
projects' receiving Firsts, a 
total of 18. In addition to 
the two outstanding winners, 
other Firsts fronrLake Villa 
included: Oth grade, Tami 
Eiserman, Blood Groups;

Although there have been 
a number of cases where per- 
sons have been .denied their 
seats in the - Congress, the 
Adam Clayton Powell case Is 
unique in congressional his- 
tory, 

"Adam Clayton, Powell has 
been charged with certain 
serious, offenses of miscon- 
duct including the. loading of 
Ills . congressional and com- 
mittee payrolls, the. conver- 
sion to his own use of mon- 
ies purporting to have been 
earned by his estranged wife, 
lite use of committee credit 
cards under fictitious names, 
and failure to reporl fully the 
amount of foreign" currencies 
expended by him and mem- 
bers of his staff. 

In addition! criminal con- 
tempt, charges were brought 
against Powell, arising out of 
a libel judgment in the New 
York courts. At' least one 
of these charges was later re : 
versed on appeal. Indeed, at 
the time of the investigation 
of his conduct by a select 
committee of the House of 
Representatives, as well as 
when the full House member- 
ship considered his case, no 
final judgments. of criminal 
misconduct has been render- 
ed against Powell. 

The prerequisites for a 
United States Representative 
arc set forth specifically in 
Article I. Section 2, of the 
United Stales Constitution, 
It is provided there that a 
Representative in Congress 
must be (a) 25 years of age, 
(b) a citizen of the United 
States, and (c) an inhabitant 
of the stale from* which he 
is chosen. All seem to agree 
that Adam Clayton Powell 
satisfied these, constitutional 
requirements at the time of 
his election. 

However, the Constitution 
.also-' ,, provides, : that:, 'fflaeh' 
House shall be the 'Judge of 
the Elections,- Returns, and 
Qualifications of its . own 
Members." Still another 
part of the Constitution au- 
thorizes the House to punish 
its Members for disorderly 
behavior, and to expel a 
Member • with the concur- 
rence of a two-thirds major- 
ity. 
Having due regard for 



these, constitutional provl« 
slons, it was' the unanimous 
judgment fit the Select Com- 
mittee appointed to investi- 
gate Mr. Powell that in or- 
der "to punish him, it was 
first necessary to seat him as 
a Member. In addition, it 
should be pointed out that 
the punishment recommend- 
ed by the Select Committee 
was the most severe ever 
meted out to a Member' short 
flf complete expulsion. How- 
ever, these recommendations 
of , the Committee were re- 
jected by a vote of 202 to 222 
and the membership there- 
after voted to "exclude" -Mr. . , 
Powell from the House. The 
basis for many Melnbors. vot- 
ing as they did was that Mr. 
Powell's conduct was of such 
a serious nature and his vio- 
lations of law so .obvious ditd 
flagrant, that he should not 
be permitted 'to take his seat,. 
• .While a serious constitu- 
tional question may now arise 
there is the prospect that 
Powell could be re-elected to 
the House of Representatives . 
in a Special Election on 
April 11, in-.New York*? Har- 
lem District, ir. Powell is 
re-elected by the Harlem vot-. 
ers or if the Supreme Court 
overrides the House of Repre- 
sentatives' actions ..ou -March 
l (which the Court may have 
the power fo do), the Adam 
Clayton Powell case will be 
back in the lap of (he House 
of Representatives. 

The Adam Clayton Powell 
case has blighted the image 
of the Congress and harmed 
the reputation of all its mem- 
bers. Notwithstanding this 
unfortunate consequence, the 
overwhelming majority of 
the remaining -433 Members 
of the House are men and 
women of integrity and char- 
acter who observe the high- 
est standards of ethics and 
conducts. It is to be hoped 
that the United States House 
of Representatives will 
promptly establish a perman- 
ent Committee on Ethics and 
Conduct to help assure that 
no future Adam Clayton Pow- 
ell case arises and that the 
Congress may regain the high 
esteem in which this greatest 
legislative body h\ the world's 
history should be held.

Instruction has established on 
evaluation project of "Pro- 
grams for Trainable Mentally 
Handicapped Children." 

It Is vitally important that 
we need lo know what Is being 
done for - Ihsse children in our 
schools and Institutions and to 
arrive at some conclusion about 
the results being achieved. 
Since the legislature has adopt- 
ed a program to go Into effect 
In 1909 \'.\v.: will provide pro- 
gran;; r.j; r.'.j In; ;£cr.ppccl chil- 
dren, It i.i c.-;.';:;^:^! at this 
time to ituih:-.' Infoimatlon to 
guide future efforts, in behalf 
of these children. - 

We must know many facets 
of this program including how 
many classes and children are 
to be Involved, where classes 
are to be located, the goals and 
objectives of training, the per 
capita cost and what can be 
done for these children. . 

During the 1069-68 school 
are there were 134 classes for' 
trainable mentally handicapped 
children In Illinois. Thirty- 
eight were Jn the city of Chica- 
go, another' thirty In Cook coun- 
ty and sixty-six In other areas 
of the slate. This 1 total was 
eighteen more than were con- 
ducted In the 1964-65 school 
year and eight were In districts 
that in previous yearn had not 
participated Jn the program. 

A strong trend exists in Illi- 
nois for the establishment of 
trainable mentally handicapped 
classes and it Is estimated that 
an additional 150 teachers are

Q. Where tlucK It coitm from?

A. It contalni) tho whole rib sec- 
tion of lamb. It can be recog- 
nized by Its circular "crown" 
shape. Smaller than the pork 
crown roast, the lamb crown 
Weighs approximately 31i to
